ANTRIM HOME EXTENSION 
GROUPS TO REPAIR CUSHIONS 

Several workshop lessons on the 
“Repair of Spring Unit Cushions” 
will be held throughout Antrim Co- 
unty in the near future. These work- 
bhops will be conducted by Mrs, Vir- 
g¥nia Vance, Home Demonstration 
Agent. 

This lesson consists of the actual 
frenovation of spring ‘cushions from 
davenports and chairs. The cushions 
are taken apart, the springs are -in- 


iserted into the pocket and tied again 


The spring 
unit is replaced into the cover and 
completed. After undergoing this 
treatment, the cushions are minus 
their bulges and sags and look and 
feel like new.

Tit there’s the question of the 
brooder and the temperatures for 
chicks.’

with the bulb two inches. from the 
floor and level with the chick’s backs. 

It should read at least 95. degrees 
Fahrenheit in cold weather. Tn warm-: 


grees. - Proper brooding’ temperature 
is essential to success, For an. elec-. 
tric: brooder, operate “it atcording to 
the manufacturer’s directions. . This 
will range from-95 to 100 degrees. 
However, regardless of the thermom- 
eter reading, remember that. the: 
‘chicks’ behavior is your. best indica- 
tion of the: proper brooding tempera- 
ture, An even distribution of. chicks 
over the. floor indicates proper tem-. 
perature.

Governor Kim Sigler has _re-de- 
signed his package for eMichigan good 
government. 

Immediate reform is giving way. 
to long-range reform. . 

Showing a willingness to change 
his mind when convinced that he can 
achieve results better by other me- 
thods, Sigler now favors the following 
program which is being shaped for 
presentation to the state legislature 
in special session starting next Tues- 
day (March 16): 

-l. No new or higher taxes, Mich- 
igan taxpayers, the governor. feels, 
are paying enough money today for 
government publie service. The. big 
job is to. distribute this money equit- 
ably where it is needed. . Hence, no 
new or higher..taxes. For example: 
No increase in the state gasoline tax 
for additional road building. 

2. Remove from the November bal- 
lot the legislature-authorized: vote on 


revision of the state constitution by 


constitutional convention. The gov- 
ernor is convinced that piece-meal re- 
vision of the constitution is a more 
intelligent way. Voters can conceén- 
trate their thinking on a few issues 
at hand, rether than opening the door 
wide to complete revision through the 
relatively slow process of a conven- 
tion. ¥ 

8: Remove from the November bal- 
lot. the legislature-authorized vote 
on repeal: of the sales tax diversion 
amendment. The governor has con- 
sistently favored repeal; he still does, 
However, he is convinced that the 
time is not ripe for such action, The 
public must.be convinced of its ne- 
cessity, and.the most realistic way to 
do this:is to demonstrate through 
red-ink financing—deficits, if you 
‘pleasé—that the public cannot enjoy 
state public service (without new or 
higher taxes) while.76 per cent of 


‘the sales tax money is returned: to 


home communities for spending by 
home government. 

4, Four-year tenure of office for 
all constitutional state and county 
offices except the state offices ‘of 
secretary of state and attorney jen- 
eral,’ both to be filled by appointmént 
by the governor. The first election to 
be in 1950, a non- presidential cam- 
paign year, 

5. ‘These dicted officials to take 
office on December 1, instead of 
January 1, as at present. The new 
governor, for example, could then 
ready his legislative’ program before 
the legislature meets. 

“..6,-An amendment.to remove sal- 
ary limitations -from the state consti- 
tution. 

Added to these is a possible sev- 
enth plank—an amenrment limiting 
the number of. state repartments and 
bureaus to a specified number, such 
as 20. Michigan has 100-plus state 
departments and bureaus. The gov- 
enor may not press No. 7 unless the 
legislature balks at authorizing No. 
1-to 6. Then he may take the “issue” 
to the people themselves, get _peti- 
tions signed, and see-that all amend- 
ments go on the November ballot. 

There is also evidence that ‘Sig- 
ler is thinking more of a “cabinet” 
of responsible department heads and 
elective officials and less of suggested 
power whereby. the governor would 
have the right to: hire of fire any de- 
partment head. 

These planks form a formidable 
program. They illustrate anew the 
process of democracy in action.

In a: Lincoln Day address at Mus- 
kegon, Sigler warned that. the state 
faced industrial and tourist competi- 
tion from the South, It would pay 
Michigan people, he said, to. be

great.”

Sigler, during the 1948 . campaign, 
will. express his current views. on the 
subject of taxation. 

Dull as this topic .traditionally is, 
it is pertinent to the future of indus- 
try in. Michigan. Burdensome taxes, 
levied by a legislature seeking its way 
out of the sales tax diversion. dilem- 
ma, could readily speed up the decen- 
tralization trend voiced recently by 
Henry Ford II. Ford thinks the com- 
pany employs too many people at -Ri- 
ver Rouge for production efficiency. 

One year ago Sigler was opposed 
to imposition of new taxes. Instead, 
he favored repeal of the sales tax di- 
version amendment, an accomplish- 
ment now conceded to be very aiff; 
cult to. attain. 


The 31947 Bonin®-Tripp labor. act, 
a state companion law to the federal 
Taft-Hartley act, may prove to bea 
deterrent to industrial migration 
from. Michigan. : 

If either or both of these laws dis- 
courage coetly labor strikes and en- 
courage friendly labor-management 
relations, much will be accomplished. 
Michigan still has a bad reputation, 
like Chicago for gangsters, of being 
the hotbed of labor agitators. 


Nature richly endowed Michigan 
with natural resources, readily trans- 
ported by water or railroad to be 
processed into consumer and capital 
good:. Man can safeguard this bles- 
sing by assuring freedom from dis- 
criminatory’ taxes, ‘freedom to work; 
and freedom of competition. Surely 
these are.among the reasons why’ 
Michigan enjoys its present great- : 
ness.
